Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  jour  communication  asking  "  whether  the  Municipal  Assembly  or 
the  Police  Department  have  jurisdiction  over  the  matter  of  granting  permits  for  processions, 
paradei,  etc.,"  and  referring  to  the  provisions  of  section  1457  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter, 
together  with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  7  of  section  49  thereof,  and  requesting  mj  official 
opinion,  I  would  advise  you  as  follows : 

Section  49,  subdivision  7,  above  referred  to,  authorizes  the  Municipal  Assembly  "to  regulate 
the  use  of  streets  and  (sidewalks  for  signs,  sign-posts,  awnings,  awQiog-posts,  horse  troughs, 
urinals,  telegraph  post^  and  other  purposes."  It  will  be  observed  that  alt  the  objects  specified 
are  inanimate  and  the  words  "other  purpoaea  "  would  probably  be  construed  to  include  only 
dmilar  inaninwte  objects,  and  not  in  any  d^ree  likely  to  include  moviii];  objects,  such  as  parades, 
fwoccsions,  etc 
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Beddes,  these  proviiioni  must  be  read  in  conDecctoa  with  subdimioa  4  of  section  416  of  tbe 
Charter,  which  prorides  that  it  shall  be  the  dutj  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  to  prepare 

and  recommcad  to  the  Municipal  Assemb1]i  all  ocdioancei  and  rewlutions  regulating  *uch  speci- 
fied matt  era. 

So  it  will  be  seen  that  the  provisions  of  subdivision  7  of  section  49  of  the  Charter  have  probably 
no  lefecen'^e  whatever  to  the  subject  matter  of  your  inquiry. 

The  provisions  of  subdivision  3  of  section  49'conie  nearer  to  giving  (be  Municipal  Assembly 
jurisdiction  over  the  public  thoroughfares  and  their  various  uses,  and  in  general  tbe  Municipal 
Asaembly  would  have  full  powers  thereover,  but  the  latter  sp^iGc  section  1457  of  the  Charter  must  be 
regarded  a;  lo  that  eiienl  limiting  the  general  power  of  tlie  Municipal  Assembly  for  the  particular 
objects  stated  in  chat  section.  This  section  ii  a  restatement  and  re-enactment  sabstantuUy  of  the 
provisions  found  in  sections  1940  to  1942  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  the  former  City  of  New  Vork. 
The  provisions  of  (his  section  are  explicit  and  must  be  regarded  as  containing  the  paramount  law. 

Therefore  I  am  of  opinion  that  alt  pro^ssions  or  parades  qualified  as  stated  in  Chii  section  are 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  authorities  and  Che  provisions  and  prohibitions  enumerated

I  am  teqaested  to  advise  yon  as  to  your  duty  in  the  premises. 

As  the  amounts  in  qnestion  have  been  directed  to  be  paid  by  an  order  of  >  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  which,  as  I  have  already  advised  yon  on  several  occasions,  has  the  effect  of  a 
judgment,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  amounts  in  question  should  not  be  paid  out  of  the  Jodgmenl 
Fund. 

When  I  say  there  is  no  reaiion,  I  mean  there  is  no  le|;al  reason,  because  as  a  question  of  policy 
and  advisability  it  is,  of  course,  very  proper  that  these  amounts  should  be  paid  under  the  act, 
chapter  293  of  the  Laws  of  1S95,  which  provides  for  Che  issue  of  boada. 

It  is,  of  course,  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  to  pass  the  necessary  resolution 
in  the  matter,  but  it  seems  that  this  has  not  been  done,  although  a  considerable  time  has  elapsed 
since  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Assembly. 

1  would  respectfully  suggest  that  yon  address  a  communication  to  the  Municipal  Assembly  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  pointing  out  the  importance  of  the  prompt  passage  of  a  resolution  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  bonds  and  the  inadvisability  of  compelling  the  City  to  pay  out  of  revenue 
bonds  claims  which  should  be  adjusted  by  the  issue  of  long-term  bonds  under  a  special  fund.

Dear  Sir — With  a  letter  dated  March  9,  1900,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  I  received 
for  investigation  and  report,  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Local  Board  of  the  Fifteenth  District, 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  recommending  that  the  railing  and  grass  plot  in  front  of  the  College  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  on  the  Twenty-third  street  side,  and  the  house  adjoining  on  (he  eastward, 
be  removed  so  as  to  make  said  street,  between  Third  and  Lexington  avenues,  of  a  consistent

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I  have  iDveitigftted  (his  matter,  and  find  that  undet  autborily  of  a  special  ordinance  passed 
October  31,  1845,  there  is  a  court-yard  privilege  a(  15  feet  on  Twtniy-thJrd  street.  There  is  no 
record  of  (Jiis  ordinance  ever  having  been  rescinded,  and  the  fence  which  the  resolution  of  the 
Local  Board  recommends  should  be  removed  is  practically  on  the  court-yard  line.  Under  these 
circumstances,  it  appears  that  Che  fence  or  railing  cannot  be  removed  until  an  ordinance  is  adopted 
by  the  Municipal  Assembly  abolishing  Ihe  court-yard  privilege  on  Twenty-third  street,  between 
Third  and  Lexington  avenues.  By  rescinding  the  ordinance  of  October  31, 1S45,  the  railing  could 
be  legally  removed,  and  the  court-yard  and  stoop  at  the  Fifth  National  Bank  building,  at  the 
southwest  comer  of  Third  avenue  and  Twenty-third  street,  as  well  as  the  court-yard  inclosed  by 
a  wooden  fence  at  No.  150  East  Twenty-third  street,  would  be  abolished.

"Under  dale  of  September  37,  1S99,  [he  President  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  wrole  to  this 
Board  Lequesling  thai  ihe  Department  of  Highways  he  asked  to  report  as  10  what  steps  were 
necessary  to  enable  said  depanment  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  grading  and  paving  Grand 
street,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  30,  Laws  of 
1897.  Uncier  date  of  the  3d  instant,  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  rcpoiled.  suggesting  (hat  the 
mailer  be  referred  to  yon,  and  at  the  meeting  of  this  Board  held  on  the  I5lh  instant  the  matter 

"In  accordance  with  this  action  I  am  directed  lo  request  that  you  will  kindly  mvesligale  this 
matter,  and  advise  the  Board  fully  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  lo  proceed  kiUi  Ihe  grading 
and  paving. 

"Inclosed  are  (l)  copy  of  communication  from  President  of  Brooklyn,  and  (z)  copy  of  report 
ot  Commissioner  of  Highways." 
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In  reply  thereto  1  would  say  that  by  chapter  30  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  the  Commissioner  of 
City  Works  of  the  City  ol  Brooklyn  was  authorized  to  grade,  p^ve  and  otherwise  improve  the 
Jbol  of  Grand  street  in  said  city  whenever  the  Cornmon  Council  and  the  Mayor  ol  said  city 
should  alter  the  Commissioner's  map  thereof  by  widening  the  Approaches  to  the  ferries  at  the 
foot  of  said  street  by  including  in  said  street  certain  property  described  in  the  act.  The  Com- 
missioner of  City  Works  was  also  authorized  to  purchase  this  property,  and  if  no  aereemenl 
could  be  reached  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  law  provided  (hat  such  property  might 
be  condemned  under  the  provisions  of  the  Condemnation  Law. 

Acting  under  this  statute  the  Commissioner  of  City  Works  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  and  the 
Mayor  of  said  city  altered  the  Commissioner's  map  thereof  in  the  manner  authorized  by  the  act. 
It  having  been  found  impossible  to  agree  witii  (he  owner  of  the  property  required,  a^  to  the  price 
to  be  paid  therefor,  a  condemnation  proceeding  was  begun  to  acquire  the  same.  The  linal  order 
in  this  proceeding  was  confirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  19th  day  of  July,  1898.  An 
appeal  was  taken  from  this  order  to  the  Appellate  Division  of  that  Court,  which  was  argued  and 
a  decision  was  rendered  affirming  the  order.  No  further  appeal  has  been  taken,  and  the  amount 
awarded  by  the  Commissioners  has  been  duly  paid  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  and  has  beea 
accepted  by  them.  On  the  ijth  day  of  August,  1899,  the  said  City  took  possession  of  this  prop- 
erty, and  since  tbnt  time  has  been  receiving  the  rents  therefor.  There  is  now  no  legal  obstacle  to 
the  carrying  out  of  the  improvement  contemplated  and  authorized  by  (he  act  above  cited. 

In  answer  to  your  request  that  I  advise  the  Hoard  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  [0  pro- 
ceed with  the  grading  and  paving  of  this  street,  I  would  say  that  by  lection  527  of  the  ('barter, 
all  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  corporation  known  as  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  or  upon 
any  board  or  officer  [hereof  in  any  way  relating  to  the  t^ulating,  gradinc;,  regrading,  curbing, 
flinging  and  guttering  of  streets,  the  laying  of  crosswalks,  the  constructing  and  repairmen!  o  S 
public  roads,  paving,  repaying  and  repairing  of  all  streets  and  the  relaying  of  all  pavements 
removed  for  any  cause,  the  filling  of  lots  and  all  matters  directly  relating  (hereto  are  vested  in 
The  City  of  New  York  as  constituted  by  the  Charter  ;  and  as  matter  of  administration  devolved 
npon  the  Commissioner  of  Highways,  to  be  executed  pursuant  to  the  provisions,  direc- 
tions and  limitations  of  this  act.  A  devolution  of  powers  and  duties  upon  The 
City  of  New  York  is  in  effect  a  devolution  of  such  powen  and  duties  upon  the 
officen  and  departments  upon  whom  is  placed  (he  exercise  of  said  powers  and  duties.  By 
section  413  of  the  Charter  it  is  provided  that  "except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  any  public 
work  or  improvement  within  the  cc^lzance  and  control  of  any  one  or  more  of  tlie  departments 
of  the  commissioners  who  constitute  the  board  of  public  impnsvements,  that  may  be  the  subject 
of  a  contract  must  first  be  duly  authorized  and  approved  by  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  public 
improvements  and  an  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  municipal  assembly.  «  *  *  When  a 
public  work  or  improvement  shall  have  been  duly  authorized  as  aforesaid,  then,  but  not  until 
then,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  proper  department  to  proceed  in  the  execution  thereof  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  and  subject  (o  the  limitations  of  this  act." 

The  Commissioner  of  Highways  is  one  of  the  Commissioners  who  constitute  the  Board  ot 
Public  Improvements. 
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I  sen  of  the  opinion,  then,  that  Chii  improvement  must  first  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Pnb- 

lic  Improvements  and  by  the  Municipal  A»embly,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  just  cited;  and  that  upon  such  authoiiiation  Che  Commissioner  of  Highway*  shall  pro- 
ceed to  carry  out  the  improvemeat  as  other  improvements  0I  a  like  nature  are  now  canrieil  out  in 
the  city,  pursuant  lo  the  provision^  directions  and  limitations  of  the  Charter.  The  provision  of 
Che  Law  of  1S97  as  to  the  means  of  payment  for  the  improvement  is  still  effective  (Charter,  section 
i;o),  and  the  Comptroller  may  be  called  upon  from  time  to  time  to  issue  the  necessary  amount  of 
bonds  to  meet  such  payments,

Dear  Sir— Your  communication  dated  March  9,  1900,  inclosing  a  copy  of  a  resolution 
referred  10  the  Cominiltee  on  Streets  and  Highways  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  by  this  Com- 
mittee referred  to  me  for  ofGcial  advice,  is  duly  received. 

The  proposed  resohuion  recites  that  "speculation  10  Ihe  sale  of  tickets  or  certilicates of 
admission  to  theatres  and  other  places  of  entertainment"  in  the  city  has  been  made  the  subject  of 
public  complaint,  and  that  the  Municipal  As^mbly  desires  to  know  whether  it  13  within  their 
power  "  to  adopt  an  ordinance  which  shall  have  for  its  object  the  licensing  of  all  persons  who  deal 
in  tickets  or  certificates  of  admission  to  theatres  and  other  placed  of  entertainment." 

The  proposed  resolution  also  recites  (hat  "  The  City  of  New  York  has  endeavored  to  give- 
some  measure  of  protection  to  (he  public  by  licensing  a  class  of  persons  in  this  business,  known 
more  particularly  as  'sidewalk  ticket  speculators,'  "  and  also  recites  that  "  tickets  or  cerliRcates 
of  admission  to  theatres  and  other  places  of  entertainment  are  also  dealt  in  largely  by  persons  wilb 
space  in  hotels  and  by  many  storekeepers,"  and  the  question  in  substance  is  asked,  if  this  latter, 
like  the  former,  class  may  be  requited  to  take  out  a  license  ? 

The  present  law  regulating  the  subject-matter  of  the  inquiry  is  to  be  found  in  sections  540  to 
S44  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1E97  of  the  former  City  of  New  York,  together  with  sections  37 
and  38  of  a  general  ordinance  of  the  Greater  New  York,  enacted  in  1899,  in  relation  to  certaiik 
businesses. 

This  law  refers  entirely  to  the  selling,  or  offering  to  sell,  in  the  streets  of  the  city,  any  ticket 
of  admission  lo  any  public  place  of  amusement  for  any  price,  and  in  effect  regulates  so-called 
"sidewalk  ticket  speculators."  This  ordinance  dales  back  to  1880  and  was  an  exercise  of  the 
power  of  the  former  Common  Council  of  The  City  of  New  York  under  section  S6  of  the  New 
York  City  Consolidation  Act,  which  was  subsequently  substantially  re-enacted  in  the  provisions 
of  section  49  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter. 

Subdivision  20  of  section  49  of  said  charter  gives  the  Municipal  Assembly  power  to  enact 
ordinances  "In  relation  to  the  licensing  and  buslnesi  of  *  *  *  hawkers,  peddlers, 
venders        •        •        •        and  to  fixing  the  licenses,  if  any,  therefor." 
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Tberefiiie  "the  licensing  of  all  person)  who  deal  in  licke»  or  certificates  of  adroiasion  to 
theatre!  and  other  places  of  enierialnmeDI,"  muBt  be  with  the  meani[^  and  scope  of  these  terms 
Ja  otder  to  briog  it  within  the  power  of  the  Municipal  Assembly.  The  dictionary  definitioni  of 
tiawkers,  peddlers  and  venders,  and  the  common  understanding  of  such  phrases,  seem  to  contem- 
plate one  who  travels  about  selling  things  which  he  carries  with  him.  If  this  be  so,  the  phrase 
•-hawlier,  peddler  or  vender"  could  hardly  be  applied  to  storekeepers  and  persons  with  space 
in  hotels  who  deal  in  theatre  tickets. 

The  same  section  49  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  in  subdivision  13  tnereof,  gives  the 
Municipal  Assembly  power  [0  enact  ordinances  not  otherwise  inconsistent  with  law,  "  in  relation 
to  places  of  public  amusement."  Possibly  under  this  provision  proper  regulations  regarding  the 
sale  of  tickets  of  admission  to  places  of  public  amusement  might  be  within  the  powers  of  the 
Municipal  Assembly.  However,  I  am  of  ihe  opinion  thai  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  ihe  Munic- 
ip.1I  Assembly  to  adopt  an  ordinance  which  shall  have  fur  its  object  "  the  licensing  of  all  persons 
who  deal  in  tickets  or  ceiiiScales  of  admission  to  theatres  and  other  plnces  of  amusement."  unless 
«uch  busines5  shall  be  conducted  upon  the  streets  so  as  to  come  within  the  ordinary  definition  of 
hawkers,  peddlers  and  venders,  as  used  in  the  quoted  section  of  Ibe  Greater  New  York  Cbaner.

person  to  use  or  perfonn  with  any  musical  or  other  ioslrument,  in  any  ol  the  streets  or  public 
places  in  the  City  of  New  York.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  only  to  itinerant 
musicians  and  side-shows,  and  shall  not  be  constrned  soas  loeElect  any  band  of  music  or  organized 
musical  society  engaged  in  any  military  or  civic  parade,  or  in  serenading,  who  shall  comply  with 
the  laws  of  the  State  relaiing  to  parades  in  The  City  of  New  York,  or  to  any  musical  performance 
conducted  under  a  license  from  the  proper  municipal  authority.

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Resolred,  bf  joint  resolatioo  of  the  Municipal  Aisenibljt,  That  (he  President  oF  the  Council  is 
hereby  reqaesled  to  appoint  a  committee  of  6re  to  inquire  into  these  charges  and  report  the  resalt 
of  its  investigation  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Conncil. 

The  Vice-President  mored  that  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Board  would  agree  with  said  motion. 

Which  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

At  this  point  the  Vice-President  took  the  chair.

Gentlemen — T  have  been  requested  by  hi'  Honor  the  Mayor  to  formally  present  to  Com-

Admiral  George  Dewey. 

It  is  with  more  than  ordinary  pleasure  that  I  accede  to  the  request  made  upon  me.  The 
resolutions  set  forth  our  views  in  unmistakable  language,  and  it  is  therefore  not  necessary  for  me 
to  dwell  on  Ihe  feelings  which  protnpted  the  Municipal  Assembly  to  adopt  them. 

The  Sergeant-at-Artns  was  then  instructed  to  bring  forward  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
Thomas  J.  Brady,  who  was  present,  to  whom  the  Vice-President  spoke  as  follows  : 

My  Dear  CoMMisstONEit — This  is  indeed  a  fitting  place  for  yoa  to  receive  from  ns  our  indi- 
vidual and  collective  expression  of  gratitude  for  the  thorough  manner  in  which  your  department, 
under  your  able  instructions,  performed  its  public  functions  on  the  occasion  referred  to. 

Under  the  provisions  of  our  Charter  yon  are  an  ex-officio  member  of  this  body,  and  hence  it 
is  here  that  you  should  receive  the  Intended  compliment  and  be  honored  as  contemplated  in  the 
resolutions  I  am  about  to  present. 

We  all  recall  with  feelings  of  intense  emotion  and  legret  the  sad  calamity  that  befell  the 
people  at  London,  England,  and  also  at  Berlin,  Germany,  where  many  lives  were  lost,  and  limbs 
were  broken,  because  of  the  unsafe  conditioit  of  reviewtDg  stands  at  public  demonstraticms  held 
al  each  of  those  two  cities  recently. 

The  many  thousands  of  men,  women  and  children  who  lined  our  streets  on  the  day  that 
Admiral  Dewey  was  our  honored  guest,  the  day  on  which  we  gave  him  that  magnificent  welcome, 
will  all  tc&lify  to  the  fact  that  our  reviewing  stands,  both  public  and  private,  were  so  thoroughly 
inspected  by  yoar  department — were  so  constructed  under  your  able  direction,  as  to  insare  our 
people  against  all  pussible  danger.     Not  a  single  instance  is  recorded  of  an  accident  due  to  an 
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unsafe  stand  during  th&t  evenlfiil  day,  notwithsundiog  the  fact  that  in  numbers  who  were  seated 
on  reviewing  stands  all  previous  oatpourings  of  our  people  was  exceeded  to  an  extreme  degree. 

I,  sir,  have  had  occasion  quite  frequently  to  meet  with  you  on  mattei^  aftecting  my  constitu- 
ent*, which  mMteis  came  directly  under  the  tupervision  iLud  the  control  of  your  department, 
and  wbile  you  have  been  iirm  and  exacting  in  all  requirements  of  law  and  ordinance,  you  have 
been  personally  courteous  and  polite,  and  ready  to  do  all  that  was  consistent  with  your  duty  and 
the  general  welfare  of  the  entire  community. 

Our  associations  have  always  been  pleasant,  and  it  is  therefore  gratilying  to  me  to  be  the 
medium  by  which  you  are  to  receive  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  thanks  of  the  people  of  New 
York,  expressed  through  their  accredited  reprcsenlatlveB. 

We  hope  you  may  enjoy  long  life  and  good  health,  and  always  merit  the  plaudits  of  tliose 
whom  you  may  be  called  upon  to  serve. 

I  congratulate  you,  sir,  on  being  the  worthy  recipient  of  this  well-merited  compliment. 

Commissioner  of  Buildings  Tbomai  J.  Brady,  in  accepting  the  resolutions,  spoke  feelingly, 
in  brief  and  minted  manner,  thanking  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Assembly.

Dear  Sir — PumiaDt  to  the  request  m*de  by  leliphone  in  your  behalf  the  oth«r  day,  I  beg 
to  report  that  the  work  of  improving  Hudson  Park  can  be  done  on  the  request  of  the  Department 
by  favorable  action  upon  a  resolution  authoriiing  a  bond  issne  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Aldermen  and  Council.   It  requires  no  action  by  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements. 

Under  ihe  provisions  of  the  Charier,  ibe  Park  Department  is  not  represented  on  the  Board  of 
Pabtic  Improvements,  nor  has  that  Board  jurisdiction  over  its  work. 

Last  year  an  estimate  was  made  out  by  our  Engineer  of  the  cost  of  the  necessary  work  to  put 
Hudson  Park  in  proper  shape.  The  estimate  includes  the  asphaliing  of  all  the  walks  in  the  park, 
the  building  of  proper  basins  in  place  of  those  now  in  use  (standpipes,  with  small  square  heads), 
the  furnishing  and  selling  of  ationt  3,(xc  feet  of  blaeslone  edging,  the  laying  of  about  400  extra 
feet  of  drain-pipe,  increasing  the  depth  of  mould,  which  at  present  is  about  4  inches,  to  i  foot, 
and  resodding  the  lawns. 

It  is  found  (hat  the  sum  of  (15,000  will  be  required  (or  this  work,  and  the  Park  Department 
will  be  glad  to  have  your  assistance  in  obtaining  favorable  action  from  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
the  City's  legislative  bodies  upon  this  question.

Gentlemen— Since  January  i,  1898,  Ihe  Board  of  Assessors  of  The  City  of  New  York  ha»o

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to  the  Eighth  Ward  ol  the  Cic^  of  Enraklfn,"  being  chapter  365  of  Ihe  Laws  of  iSSg,  as  amended 
by  chapter  45*  of  the  Laws  of  1890,  chapter  JJo  of  the  L»w»  of  1895  and  chapter  736  of  the  Laws 
of  1S96,  ID  that  Mid  a«$e*smenia  were  levied  in  bulk  and  not  in  installments,  and  that  in  laying 
the  same  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  its  amendments  were  not  complied  with.  By  the  Greater 
New  Vork  Charier  it  is  provided  that  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  charged  upon  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  except  where  otherwise  provided  by  the  Charter  (section  46).

Whereas,  It  is  a  fact  that  during  Ihe  last  thiity  months  of  consolidation,  notwithstanding  the 
many  peliiions  forwarded  lor  Ihe  extension  of  city's  water-mains  in  this  baiuugh,  no  progress 
whatever  lias  been  made  towards  icpKHiding  to  such  requirements,  nor  has  there  been  any  effort 
made  to  put  ihe  city's  water  plants  in  proper  condition  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  resi<lent3  of  some  of  the  sections  of  this  borough  where  none  but  private  water 
supply  corporalions  exist,  are  subject  to  the  lirsl  consideration  of  such  companies  before  extending 
their  water-main;,  as  to  the  amount  of  annual  water  rental  which  will  be  returned  upon  the  cost 
thereof  and  the  number  of  fire-hydrants  that  the  Cily  will  pay  for  along  the  line  in  connection 
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with  said  mains  regard  less  of  ihe  provisions  of  their  charters  to  furnish  pure  and  wholesome  water 
to  the  inhabitantij,  etc.  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply  has  a  long  standing  requiiailioo  before  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  an  appropriation  to  extend  the  city's  watei-mains  and 
increase  its  water  supply  and  10  put  its  machinery  and  plants  in  proper  and  improved  conditions, 
but  which,  up  to  the  present,  has  not  been  favorably  acled  upon  ; 

Now,  in  view  of  the  foregoing,  and  the  urgent  demand  that  no  further  delay  be  indulged 

Resolved,  That  (his  Board  does  hereby  lespectlulty  and  earnestly  insist  (hat  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  all  other  City  authorities  who  by  law  are  charged  in  any 
manner  with  the  peifotmance  of  any  duties  in  the  prcmius,  that  it  and  they  should  forthwith 
apply  themselves  to  the  full  and  prompt  discharge  thereol,  as  the  pressing  needs  of  the  people  of 
this  boiough  for  supply  of  city  water  makes  compliance  herewith  most  imp«rati*e.

"  While  (he  communications  from  this  bureau  in  regard  (o  (he  urgency  of  works  (o  provide 
for  an  iiioquale  water  supply  have  liccn  repealed,  earnest  and  exhaustive,  I  (eel  compelled  to  again 
call  your  atlonlion  to  this  subject,  fejring  that  failure  10  act  on  the  pres-ing  recommendations 
made  by  me  will  bring  aliout  ihis  y/nr  a  siiualion  slill  moie  critical  than  that  experienced  last  tall." 
As  the  seasjn  allvance^,  my  apprehension  as  I0  the  consequences  of  delay  above  expressed 
become  greater,  and  lo  sucli  a  point  that  I  feel  again  called  upun  to  »latc  I  j  you  that  1  doubt  whether 
we  can  escape  a  serious  shortage  in  the  fall  unless  immediate  aclion  is  taken  on  the  recommenda- 
tions already  made.  Uur  res.'rve  supply  at  the  Slo  age  Reservoir  is  10-day,  in  round  figures,  only 
327.000,000  gallons  against  768,000,000  at  (he  same  ilale  last  year,  or  less  than  one-half.  We 
have  loir,  since  the  dale  of  my  las',  communicaiion  t"  you,  35,000,000  gallons,  and  keep  losing. 

• 
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Weie  ii  not  tbat  owing  to  the  exceptionally  mild  weather  our  average  onsutnption  for  the  lasl  two 
months  haf  been  coniid-rablf  below  tbat  ol  last  year,  the  anticipated  shortage  would  probably 
have  been  mlready  exp.Tienced.  There  is  hqI  a  momeal  to  lose,  and  a^  the  readiest  means  of 
increasing  the  supply  are  the  filter  plants  at  Baiseleys  and  Springfield  ponds,  long  ago  recom- 
mended, the  conlracls  lor  (he  same  should  be  made  at  once.  We  would  thus  be  enabled  10  utilize 
6,oco,ooo  or  7,coo,rcio  gallons  daily  from  Ihese  ]>onds.  llic  cost  of  filtering  plant,  under  our 
specifications,  uill  be  about  $150,000.  Uut  ordinal  estimate  was  (l2j,aso,  and  the  difference  is 
due  to  the  increased  price  of  material.  It  wilt  take  about  ninety  days  to  baild  these  filters,  so  that 
you  Mill  appnciale  the  necessitv  of  ininiediaie  action. 

It  seems  strange  thai  a  city  with  1,250,000  inhabitants  will  lake  such  serious  chances  of  a 
water  famine  through  delay  in  making  such  a  relatively  small  appropriation.  The  emergency  is 
before  us  and  it  ii  important  that  the  grave  re^mnsibiliiies  which  may  be  incurred  from  a  failure 
to  meet  it  »lia1l  not  fait  upon  this  Bureau.  Six  or  eight  months  ago  I  informed  you  that  there 
remained  from  old  appropriations  for  construction  a  balance  to  our  credit  of  somew':at  over 
Sioo,ooo.  I  inclose  herewith  a  statement  received  from  the  Accountant  showing  such  a  result. 
Assuming  it  to  l>e  correct,  it  would  seem  that  there  are  here  available  funds  to  devote  not  only  to 
the  filter  plants  in  question,  but  to  pressing  and  much  needeil  repairs  in  the  lx)ng  Island  Water 
Supply  plant  and  at  (he  Mt.  Prospect  Pumping  Station  in  connection  u-iih  the  high  service.  My 
recommendations  for  remodelling  the  latter  have  produced  no  result  and  no  action  has  been  taken 
on  the  plans  prepared  for  that  purpose,  in  spite  of  the  neuessily  of  Ihe  work  and  the  advantages 
(o  be  derived  from  it.  I  learn  to-day  tbat  the  Boiler  Inspectors,  who,  as  a  warning  we  should 
have  heeded,  compelled  us  months  ago  10  lower  the  pressure  on  (he  boilers  and  to  work  the  station 
in  a  waste! ul  manner,  have  ordered  that  the  use  of  one  of  oar  boilers  be  discontinued,  even  at 
the  reduced  pressure,  ihus  compelling  us  to  throw  it  out  of  commission  and  leaving  us  the  alter- 
native either  of  reducing  the  pumping  by  3,1x0,000  gallons  a  day,  which  would  work  great 
hardship  to  the  citiicns  of  (hat  territory,  or  to  hirea  boiler  wherever  we  may  finTI  it,  in  order  to  do 
the  work.     Such  a  statement  of  facts  needs  tittle  ci 


I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  figures  given  in  the  annexed  s 
from  the  Comptroller's  books,  and  if,  as  I  expect,  they  are  found  to  be  practically  correct,  the 
necessary  steps  be  taken  to  utilize  (his  fund  without  having  to  wait  for  new  appropriations,  I  do 
not  know  how  to  express  more  earnestly  the  gravity  of  the  situation  and  the  imperative  necessity 
of  speedy  action.
